Gallentine discussed input received from 

Sue Thomas from NRCS and Attorney, Mike Smith. The deadline for landowners to submit their application to 

the NRCS should be noted as 15 days. Schlemme is to see if she can mail the 1026 form with the letter. All ayes.

DD 29 – McClellan moved, Rickels seconded for Gallentine to speak with Matt from Iowa Limestone regarding 

their proposed project. Once communication has been made and plans reviewed, Gallentine is then to contact 

Mike Smith to prepare a written contract with ILC. The Trustees agreed they would like the contract to state that 

all costs are paid by ILC, including all legal fees, engineering fees and the necessary amendment to the drainage 

district costs. Gallentine is to review the plans to ensure that the project will not reduce nor improve drainage. All 

ayes.

DD 11 Lateral D – Schlemme updated the Trustees that the Sanitarian has submitted a letter to the landowner and 

was to visit on Monday, May 2. The Trustees agreed for Gallentine to organize the repair to begin right away.  

 

DD 106 – Rickels moved, McClellan seconded to approve Work Order Request #144 for blowouts and water 

standing in Section 10 of Tipton Township. Ryken Engineering is to confirm that it is indeed district tile and 

coordinate the repair. All ayes. Motion carried.
